Edwards Leads Black For Lieutenant Governor And Green", Goodpaster And Cohen 

Now Appear To Be Winners. . - 

Louisville. Ky. Aug. 9.— Sweeping 
the State from one end to the other 
Augustus Owsley Stanley was Satur- 
day nominated by the Democratic 
party as its candidate for G ivernor, 
the voters rolling up a majority for 
the Henderson man that may go 
ver 40,000. Harry V. McChesney 
furnished what little contention there 
was in the race and Lieut. Gov. Ed- 
ward J. McDermott brought up the 
rear, showing f radically no strength 
except in Louisville. 

Stanley's victory was so over- 
whelming that it was apparent after 
returns were received from the first 
few counties that, it was only a ques- 
tion of how large his plurality would 
be. 

On the Republican side Edwin P. 
Morrow, of Somerset, won an equal- 
ly hollow victory, his only opponent, 
Latt McLaughlin, getting but a scat- 
tering vote. The vote in the Repub- 
lican half of the primary was very 
light and but little interest was man 
ifeSted. 

James D. Black, of Barbourville, 
is behind James P. Edwards, of 
Louisville, for the Democratic nomi- 
nation as lieutenant governor by 
3,000 votes.

PLATFORM CONVENTION 

TO BE QUIET AFFAIR 



London, Aug. 9.— The Germans 
continue to advance in all directions 
in the efforts to cut off the Russian 
retreat from the Polish salient. They 
already are attacking the fortressesof 
Kovno and Ossowetz. obstacles they 
must overcome to reach the railway 
runnim from Warsaw through V ilna 
and Dvinsk to Petrograd. 

They have taken the minor fort- 
resses of Serock, at the junction of 
the Narew and the Bug, and have 
crossed the Vistula in the vicinity of 
Warsaw. Further south, Genera* 
Woyrech is advancing eastward, but 
Field Marshall Mackensen is being 
fought stubbornly, and apparently 
is making slow progress. 

On the whole the daring scheme 
mapped out by the Germans as a 
grand sequel to the capture of War. 
saw — the destruction of the Russian 
army- is unfolding itself slowly, as 
must be the case from it* very mag- 
nitude. With three main railways, 
besides those built since the war, 
military circles here believe the 
Grand Duke Nicholas will extricate 
his Warsaw army. Events in the 
east, however, will continue to hold 
the attention of the world for some 
time to come. 

The Germans have gained 'maoi 
successes in the Argonne forest, 
where the Crown Prince's army has 
been trying for weeks to find a weak 
spot in the French defences, but their 
effort to recover lost trenches on the 
Lingekopf, in the Vosges. is declared 
to have cost them dearly. 

There has been heavy fiahting in 
the Caucasus between the Russians 
and the Turks, but official reports 
are so contradictory it is impossible 
to say in whose favor it is going.

Vaccination of boga. Is not permlt- 
tae' in Canada. A rtgulatlon of the 
Canadian government reads as fol- 
low*: The use of bog cholera aerum 
or virus, being considered a source of 
danger, the Importation, manufacture, 
sale or use of such serum or virus is 
prohibited " 

The regulations for the admission 
of hogs Into Canada from tbe United 
Statea are very strict Hogs that 
have been vaccinated by the double 
method cannot be admitted.

The time may come when we can 
make cement roads. They will cost 
from $5,000 to $10,000 a mile and they 
may be so smooth, if we learn to make 
them properly, that the children liv- 
ing on these lines of road can go to 
school on roller skates, as they do in 
some places down In Maryland. 

There may be some satisfactory 
combination of sand and clay; but, 
speaking for the prairie lands, tbe best 
and the cheapest road we can get over 
nine-tenths of the territory Is the dirt 
road. The more clay there is In it, 
the better the dragged road will be. 
There Is no better road than the gum 
bo road, if it la properly dealt 
with. 

It is really a pity that the drag Is so 
simple and cheap. If It had cost $25 
or $50, and was painted red, then the 
farmers would think something of It. 
The main reason why It has not come 
Into more common use is that It Is so 
cheap and simple in construction and 
so easy to handle. 

Someone may ask: Why Is It that 
there was bjo objection to macadam- 
ized roads' twenty or thirty years ago? 
Simply because we did not have the 
automobile. MacAdam, that Scotch-

man from the section where Secretary 
James Wilson was born, was a genius. 
He figured that by putting stone on 
the road, tbe wheels of the wagon, 
especially if broad tired, would gradu- 
ally wear down these_ stones and fur- 
nish a filler. He did' a great service 
to his country. «lut tbe automobile 
has come in. It haa no iron tires; 
hence it makes no filler. On the other 
hand. It sucks out the filler and throws 
It out In the air. It pries the stones 
apart, and then we have what Is called 
a "raveled" road, that is, a road cov- 
ered over with loose stones, the meen- 
est klud of a road to travel over.

President Wilson, recently referring to our railroad 
problems, said in part: "They are indispensable to 
our whole economic life and railway securities are at 
the very heart of most investments, large and small, public 
and private, by Individuals and by Institutions. • • • 
There Is no other interest bo central to the business wel- 
fare of the country, as this. No doubt, in the light of the 
new day, with its new understandings, the problem of the 
railroads will also bo met aud dealt with in a spirit of 
candor aud justice." 

When the first citizen of the land stresses the import- 
ance of understanding and dealing justly with the rail- 
roads, certainly the American plowman can venture ■poll 
a careful study of the problem. C. B. Schaff. president of the M. K. * T.

Out of the colossal sum of twenty 
billion dollars of American railroad securities, less than live per cent Is now, 
or ever has been, in the handH of these men who have figured prominently In 
the newspaper headlines— while the other 95 per cent is In the hands of over 
two million investors, large and small, who In many Instances have put the 
modest savings of a lifetime Into these securities In order that they mi„'lu 
lay away a competency for old uk«. When, therefore, the value of these 
securities is depressed or perchance destroyed, the hardship Is a hundred- 
fold greater upon thousands of every-day eltliens. than upon the handful of 
millionaires, good or bad, who have figured prominently in cailroad circles 
Hundreds of millions of dollars of the assets of our greaNlife and lire 
Insurance companlet, savings hanks, trust companies, educational and fiduciary 
Institutions are Invested In railroad bonds— and the moment, therefore, that 
the soundness of these bonds is called Into question the financial solidity of 
these myriad Institutions r directly affecting the welfare ot millions of policy- 
holder* and bank depositors — is gravely menaced During the last several 
years, many millions of dollars representing depredated values, have been 
charged off the books of concerns like those enumerated above. American

In blindly striking at the railroads our blows fall not merely upon thou- 
sands who have committed no wrong, but. lu the last analysis, upon ourselves.

' The Bourse Gazette learns from 
In unimpeachable source that the 
German emperor made an offer of 
peace to Russia last week, through 
the king of Denmark.

TEACHING AGRICULTURE. 

Lessons For School Year Out 
lined -Topics are Timely 
and Practical and Fit 
Into Agriculture. 

In the rural distric s of the United 
States about 11.000 000 children are 
enrolled in school, and in more than 
19 Stat* s the demand for teachirgof 
i^riculture in ountry sch.io's has 
'.)■>■(- si great that it is now required 
t>y Uw. In answer to the great num- 
her of irquirirs from teachers o( 
:hese and other schools f< r aii'stsr c 
inning and c^rryirg out their 
agricultural work; the department's 
specialists in rural educstion hav. 

itnted in Bulletin No. 258, Les- 
sons in Elementary Agriculture for 
Alabama Sclool*, a plan which msy 
be edopted to local needs in the in 
struction of agriculture. It advo- 
cates classroom recicaiiors, book 
w irk, labarotory work, and the ap- 
plication of this w irk to pracictl 
agriculture. In selecting a particu- 
lar State, it has been shown how such 
a plan may be definitely worked out, 
and although the department dots 
not contemplate issuing publican ins 
on this suk j -ct at this lime for oth- 
er States, it stands ready to co-op- 
erate in making studies as to agri- 
cultural schools and conditions and 
in outlining couisjs adapted to the 
conditions. 

A monthly sequence plan is follow- 
ed in the bulletin in the presentation 
of lesson tep'es. the purpose being to 
teach the princip'es of agriculture at 
the season when they should be prac- 
ticed. Only the silient features of 
each lesson topic are outlined, but 
specific references are made to the 
text-book on agriculture adopted by 
the State and also to the bulletins of 
the Alabama Polytechnic Institute 
and to the Farmers' Bulletin of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. These additional referen- 
ces are made for two , purposes, 
namely, t J supplement the text book 
material and to provide a reading 
course for the teacher. Any teach- 
er in the South who secures these 
bulletins and studies them carefu ly 
will have completed a good elemen- 
tary course in southern agriculture. 
Teachers in other sections doubtless 
will find the courses of study for 
A abama very suggestive in panning 
their work, and from the bu'letinsof 
their States and from other Farm- 
ers' Bulletins can build up an equal* 
ly valuable re. ding course. It is nig- 
gested by the author that agricul- 
ture and some other subj -ct as physi- 
ology, be alternated throughout the 
school year. Two lessons a week for 
eight months are necessary to com- 
plete the studies suggested in the 
belletin. If the school year is short 
er, however, it wil be necessary to 
have three lessons a week to com 
plete the course. 

Practical exercises to be carried 
out in the school garden or at home 
are suggested in connection with 
each lesson If the course is to be 
made moat effective, it is pointed out 
the practical work should take the 
direction very largely of- club activi 
ities or home project.

Valuable. Art Safe In the Vaults of 
of J. Pierpont Morgan 



The world'* cleverest cracksmen are 
on thalr mottle. They are defied by » 
Hafe behind the doora of which lie un 
told treasures, which can never be 
blown open. Even the moat powerful 
lyddite *hell, fired from a blf gun. 
would have little effect, ao far as open- 
ing the safe waa concerned Thia aafe, 
which la really an Impregnable vim it 
jfca* lately been built In the offices of 
W Pierpont Morgan ft Co. of New 
Tork. and coat altogether $200,000. Of 
this aum nearly half waa expended on 
the door. The latter, circular In shape, 
la eleven feet six Inchea In diameter 
and forty-live and one-half Inchea 
thick. It Is made of armor plate, the 
same aa that used In the construction 
of modern battleshlpa, and will with- 
stand any atuek. In spite of Its aixe, 
so delicately Is the door poised that 
It swings aa nicely adjusted in Its 
movements as the works of the flneat 
chronometers. When closed there is 
no conceivable way In which to at- 
tack It. It ia proof against tool or ex- 
plosive, and when the door swings Into 
Its place not even the air Is able to 
get In. Thta prevents the Introduc- 
tion of any explosive of a liquid na- 
ture. Thla wonderful aafe door la 
locked by twenty flve-lnch plungers or 
bolta, each of which la controlled by 
combination locks, which In turn are 
controlled by a time lock having four 
movements, any one of which will per- 
mit the opening of the combination 
locks. Another remarkable vault has 
been completed In a bank in Toronto. 
Canada. It consists of a hollow cube 
made of hardened steel and cement, 
measuring thirty feet In each direc- 
tion.

sometimes spply aa much as a ton 
an acre where large and early yields 
are required. 

Cabbage, cauliflower and related 
crops are commonly treated with 
the so-called basic fertilizer. 4 8-10. 
For early crops nitrogen and phos- 
phorus should be readily avail- 
able, and 1,200 to 1,500 pounds an 
acre is not too much unless manure 
haa been usid very/ freely. Many 
growers appl> a ton aa acre. The late 
crop may well recelvV '>00 to 1,000 
pounds of the same formula, but with 
a smaller proportion of nutrients Id

Grain Should Be Stacked to Preven 
Spoiling During Wet Weather and 
to Save the Straw. 



Unless some unforeseen calamit} 
should occur, the wheat crop this yeai 
will exceed the phenomenal crop ol 
last year, and will probably be more 
than 700.000.000 bushels of winter 
wheat alone. This means that the 
threshing outfits, railroads, elevators 
etc.. will be crowded to the utmost and 
a great part of the grata will stand in 
the fields for weeks Therefore It 
should be stacked. 

Stacking will save grain and straw 
which might otherwise be spoiled In 
wet weather. 

Stacking will put grain through a 
complete sweat which will Improve 
quality. 

Threshing from the stack requires 
less help than shock threshing, which 
will equalize the cost of stacking. 

Stacking furnishes good storage, 
with absolutely no cost, which would 
prevent glutting the market at any 
one time. 

The grain must be removed for early 
working of the soil. Stacking makes it 
possible to plow following harvesting 
Harly plowing Is one of the greatest 
factors In Increasing the yield. Disk 
ing the land early Is the next best 
thing.

Cleanliness Is the watchword of 
proper milk production. The cows 
theois* lves phould be clean and 
healthy; the udders and teats should 
be washed before the milking Is be- 
gun: the hands of the milker sbould 
be fre-h.ly washed and he should wear 
a clean cotton coat; the pall should be 
part!} covered and previously scalded 
with boiling water, and the milking 
shed or Matde should be clean. The 
milk should be strained at once and 
cooled as quickly as possible to 50 de- 
grees and kept cold until used. A later 
article of this series will deal with the 
care of milk and its production. 

Even clean milk may be spoiled 
after it comes Into the house if it If 
not kept clean, cold and covered Milk 
which stands uncovered, exposed to 
files and dust, or Is left in a warm 
room for any length of time, or Is put 
away in open vessels will be unfit for 
the baby. It should be kept in fev- 
ered bottles, cans or Jars. To keep it 
cold, a cheap and effective tee box may 
be made as follows: 

ITae any convenient receptacle, such 
as a wooden box, a lard op candy pall, 
or a garbage pall, for the outside. I'm 
a layer of sawdust an inch deep in the 
bottom. In the middle place a covered 
eight or ten-quart pal!, or a section of 
ten-Inch pipe Fill the space between 
the two with sawdust, packing it care- 
fully into all the corners. The outer 
receptacle should have a cover. If * 
box is used this cover may be a 
hinged one and may have a thick layer 
of newspapers or a straw cushion 
tacked to the Inside to make it fit 
tight. The inner pail is intended to 
hold the ice and tbe milk bottles. 

It has been found that If. instead of 
putting the ice iu loose, it is broken 
up and put into a small covered pail 
which is never uncovered. It will last 
longer. Set thus little pail In the Inner 
receptacle. pa<k the cooled and corked 
milk bottles around It and close the 
cover. This little device will keep th( 
baby'a milk sweet for 24 hours, If 
properly made. 

Oreat care must bo taken to keep 
the baby's milk clean in making upthi 
baby's feedings The mother's hands 
and el'. ii ... must he clean before sin 
■begins. The utt usils needed should br 
kept for this use alone and should I 
freshly boiled before being used. All 
the food needed for 24 hours should b. 
made ready al one lime. It is con- 
• enient to have enough nursing bottle;- 
for the whole day and fill them all 
ark**) the foid Is prepared in the 
morning. Euih bottle should be <l>>^ 
v ith a new <lean cork which has b< ei 
Lolled. Tbe bottles should be aBOl( d 
and put away In tut? refrigerator or a 
cool place at once. When a bottle Is 
am ded take it out of Ihe refrigerator 
and aet it it a sma'l pail of warm wa- 
ter. Put the | ail over the tire and let 
ibe water b«at. To test the tempera 
tore of the milk the mother may sprin- 
kle a few drops on the ini.er sur; to 
of the arm. When it fuls slightly 
warm, not hit. it wi'l be right for the 
baby. 

It la Irr.poMible in a short article 
like this to give all the necessary di- 
rections for preparing the bottles, or 
how to d» terrain* the amount of milk 
;i baby of a given age requires, and 
how to mcdify It, but these questions 
are answered in a bulletin of the chil 
dren'a bureau called "Infant Care "

Mrs. Wanda Williams is 01 the 
lookout for some young women to 
begin the course taught in the Jen- 
nie Stuart Memorial Hospital Train- 
ing School fornurfes. Mr*. Williams, 
auperintendent of the hospita 1 . has 
reiently graduated several nurses 
and a'l of them at once found all of 
the work they could do. in fact the 
■upply of local nurses is hardly ever 
equal to the d€mand and many are 
brought from otter cititsfrtm time 
to time. 

The usual charge by trained nurits 
a $25 a week and traveling expense, 
board and lodging. This one of the 
moat lucrative employments open to 
women, but every young worran is 
not qualified by nature to make a 
trained nune. Those who are adapt 
ed to the work are required to take 
• course of three years before a 
diploma r-s Register* d Nurse is issjed 
to them. The apprentices, as they 
are called, live in the hospital and 
are given work enough to support 
themselves while studying. Any 
young women desirirg to take up 
this line of work should see Mrs 
Williams at the hoapital.

Osborn, Ohio, To Be Wiped Out 
To Prevent Destruction 
By Floods. 

Dayton, 0.. Aug. 9.— In line with 
the plans for prevention of future 
floods such as wrought disaster to 
this city and Miami Valley in March, 
1913, the entire village of Osborn. 
Greene county, with its 400 families 
and more than 1,000 population, wilj 
be wiped from the face of the earth*
